Marriott Gives Last Word to 
City; Lewis Compares Status 
With That of Other Years 


After unsuccessfully appeal¬ 
ing to the Sierra Madre Coordi¬ 
nating council Tuesday night 
for a guarantee of funds to pay 
for a Sierra Madre float entry 
in the New Year’s Day Rose 
Parade, Col. Owen R. Marriott, 
float chairman, delivered the 
following statement to Mayor 
Henry F. Korsmeier and the 
City council: 

“I have been unable to ob¬ 


tain a guarantee of sufficient 
funds to warrant proceeding 
with building a float. Unless 
the City council can devise 
some means of guaranteeing 
the necessary funds, as far as 
I am concerned the project Is 
abandoned.” 

A Bright Note 

However, on the brighter side 
of the troubled float situation 
is the comment by Rollin C. 
Lewis, Bank of Sierra Madre 
president, who said yesterday: 

“As far as fund-raising for 
the float is concerned now is 
just the time to start.” 

A seasoned volunteer in so¬ 
liciting float funds since 1936, 
Lewis pointed out that the 
amount of money on hand now, 
$411 over and above the City’s 
contribution of $500, is greater 
than that tallied on Dec. 12 of 
last year. 

He recalls that every year, 
with the exception of the past 
few, he has started out about 
this time with just a few oth¬ 
ers, to begin making their calls 
—and Sierra Madre has had its 
float each year. 

Small Donations Important 

Lewis said the extent of in¬ 
dividual contributions from 
townspeople, received at the 
bank, the NEWS office and else¬ 
where each year has been Im¬ 
pressive. In this alone, per¬ 
haps, can be seen an indication 
of how Sierra Madreans feel 
about their float. 

The City had previously 
made clear its stand that its 
$500 contribution to the float 
fund this year would not be 
augmented by additional funds 
—making up a deficit or sup¬ 
plying City labor. 

Eight persons attended a 
public meeting called by Col. 
Marriott Nov. 20. About as 
many responded to last week’s 
appeal in the NEWS for an 
expression of opinion, contribu¬ 
tions from these same persons 
totaling about $20. 

Funds on hand to date, In¬ 
cluding the City’s $500, total 
about $900 of the needed $2500. 

The City Council was to meet 
last night with City employees 
to discuss a retirement plan. 
Whether or not consideration 
would be given then to CoT. 
Marriott’s statement was not 
known at press time.

In order that more polio pa¬ 
tients at Rancho Los Amigos 
may benefit by a Sierra Madre 
man’s invention, the Civic club 
has set as its major philan¬ 
thropic goal this year the pur¬ 
chase of an Armstrong Reader. 

The Reader is a device con¬ 
ceived and perfected by Ed¬ 
ward L. Cook, 129 W. Grand 
View, whereby patients in iron 
or portable lungs are enabled 
to read for recreation and study. 

Available at Cost 

Available to organizations at 
a manufacturing cost of ap¬ 
proximately $250 each, three of 
the Readers, have been pre¬ 
sented to Rancho Los Amigos, 
in addition to the first one, the 
“pilot model,” which Cook in¬ 
vented, built and named for his 
close friend, a patient there. 

To raise some of the money 
for the gift, the Civic club is 
allocating proceeds from the 
gum ball machines which it 
maintains at eight locations in 
the town, according to Mrs. 
Chester Nowak, philanthropy 
chairman. The gum ball ma¬ 
chines are located at Art’s Pet 
Supply, Roberts Market, Royal 
Drug, Union Oil, Hartman’s 
Pharmacy, Arnold’s Hardware, 
Rusty and Anne’s, and McCul¬ 
loch Pottery. The committee is 
looking for additional spots for 
the vending machines.

The honorary degree of Doc¬

Dr. Bell is an exponent of 
spiritual therapy in the Episco¬ 
pal church and at present Is 
chairman of the Diocesan Com¬ 
mission on Spiritual Therapy 
by appointment of Bishop Fran¬ 
cis Eric Bloy of the Los Ange¬ 
les diocese. 

It was his “abiding faith in 
this much neglected branch of 
the church’s work” that first 
attracted Bishop Bloy, then a 
young cleric, to Dr. Bell in 1928, 
and it was those words that 
the bishop incorporated in an 
introduction to the distin¬ 
guished Sierra Madrean’s latest 
book, “Intelligent Living.” This 
book and Dr. Bell’s years of 
work in spiritual therapy won 
for him the honorary degree 
from St. Andrews. 

Now 81 years of age, Dr. Bell 
was bom in Ottawa, Canada, 
and attended Trinity college of 
the University of Toronto. He 
has been in the Episcopal min¬ 
istry for 55 years until his re¬ 
tirement from active parish 
work. .

William R. Lees, City build¬ 
ing inspector, likes the product 
of the silk worm as well as the 
next man but, in his official 
capacity and for safety reasons, 
he frowns on silk-covered wir¬ 
ing for Christmas trees out¬ 
doors—or inside. 

With trees about to spring up 
and blossom with lights in 
front of the village’s shops and 
stores next week, Lees is mak¬ 
ing his annual appeal to mer¬ 
chants to exercise caution for 
their own and others’ safety in 
wiring the potted evergreens. 

He suggests using one of two 
types of wire, available right 
here in town, which he de¬ 
scribes as follows: 

18-2 P.O.T. (plastic insulated) 
18-2 S.J. (rubber insulated) 

He also advises that wiring 
to the sidewalk Christmas trees 
be strung well overhead, at 
least seven feet above the side¬ 
walk.

Water, pure water and in 
sufficient quantities is one of 
our most priceless commodities. 

Without it many people have 
lost their lives; men have 
fought for its last contents in 
a canteen. 

Captains of some of the fa¬ 
mous old clipper ships risked 
the lives of their crews and the 
destruction of their ships by 
being forced to land at strange 
unknown islands in search of 
fresh pure water to replenish 
their nearly empty water casks. 

Some of the strongest forts 
have surrendered when their 
water supply gave out. The City 
of Chicago was almost de¬ 
stroyed in 1871 due to lack of 
sufficient water on hand at the 
right time. 

What Is It's Worth? 

What is our water supply 
worth to us as a community? 
It would be impossible to esti¬ 
mate its real value and its in¬ 
numerable benefits. 

Water is priceless, yet a price 
has been placed upon this com¬ 
modity, is its price too high? 
Let us us pause for a few mo¬ 
ments and consider what lies 
behind the water bill the post¬ 
man has left us. It has always 
cost large sums of money for 
water companies, both munici¬ 
pal and privately owned to 
bring us safe, pure water. It 
will cost considerably more in 
the years ahead. 

It is the purpose of your wa¬ 
ter department to serve you 
faithfully and well by the de¬ 
velopment, testing, storage, and 
delivery of pure water to your 
homes and places of business 
in the most efficient manner 
possible. 

To accomplish thig, large 
sums are needed for various 
pieces of equipment, or their 
replacements, also for addi¬ 
tional storage reservoirs and 
pumping stations. 

The cost of keeping up with 
the need for water may seem 
high to some, but what about 
the cost of water failure? Can 
we afford to take that risk? 
Visualize if you will for a mo¬ 
ment, a water supply insuffi¬ 
cient to quench a disastrous 
fire, or unable to maintain 
proper sanitation facilities for 
a community. 

Without a continuous flow of 


water the various industries 
can not be kept functioning 
properly that depend on water 
for the manufacture of their 
products. 

Finding More Uses 

We are finding more and 
more uses for water. For ex¬ 
ample, the large air condition¬ 
ing and refrigeration units of 
various manufacturing plants. 
The amount of water these 
units use would amaze the av¬ 
erage person. 

In the manufacture of rayon, 
approximately 100 gallons of 
water are needed to produce 
one pound of rayon cloth. It 
takes 50,000 gallons of water to 
produce one ton of smokeless 
powder, and it takes 65,000 gal¬ 
lons of water to manufacture 
one ton of steel. 

Today’s average water rate is 
about, three cents per person 
per day, less than the cost of 
a package of your favorite 
chewing gum. 

For approximately a thin 
dime you can give the average 
small garden an hour’s irriga¬ 
tion, and that luxurious or re¬ 
freshing shower costs you about 
one cent less even than the 
price of a postage stamp. 

If we check these prices 
against the prices we are pay¬ 
ing for everything else we pur¬ 
chase, we will find by com¬ 
parison that water is and will 
continue to be our greatest bar¬ 
gain. 

Men Trained, Alert 

Now a word about the men 
who develop the source of our 
water supply and maintain 
with constant vigilance the 
many miles of water mains 
that lie interconnected beneath 
city streets. 

These trained men are con¬ 
stantly on the alert for trouble 
that might keep the pumping 
stations from functioning 
smoothly and efficiently. 

Water department men are, 
generally speaking, on 24-hour 
call, and when trouble arises 
whether day or night, sunshine 
or stormy weather, when the 
emergency call comes, these 
are the trained men who pit 
their strength and skill against 
the unexpected emergency con¬ 
fronting them. 

They know that within the 
area where they are working 
water may be needed suddenly

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Dangers of 
Unvented Gas 
Heaters Told 

* 

By DR. ROY C. GILBERT 

L. A. County Health Officer 

Every year this department, 
through the aid of the news¬ 
papers, calls the attention of _ 
the public to the danger of un¬ 
vented gas heaters if not used _ 
properly. Similar warnings F 
have come from other sources, 
and it now appears that this 
continuous educational cam- i 
paign is beginning to show re¬ 
sults. 

One of the most remarkable 
advances toward reducing the _ 
number of potential deaths v 
from carbon monoxide poison¬ 
ing is reflected in a survey of 
260 motels in the Los Angeles 
area. Last year it was found 
that 140 of these motels were I 
using unvented heaters. This 
year the number had been re- - 
duced to 34. 

21 Deaths Last Year 
Ben Brown, Los Angeles 
Coroner, has reported that last - 
year’s 21 deaths from carbon £ 
monoxide poisoning represent 
a significant reduction when _ 
compared to the number of c 
deaths from the same cause in 
former years. Nevertheless, all 
of these deaths could have c 
been prevented if the facts 
about carbon monoxide had 
been known and if a few very 
simple precautions had been 
observed. 

The treacherous thing about 
carbon monoxide gas is that it i 
is odorless except at very high 
concentrations, and it therefore 
kills before its presence is sus- _ 
pected. The gas is produced by 
the incomplete burning of car- ! 
bon-containing materials such 
as wood, coal, gasoline, and 
natural gas. 

Outside Vents ' 

If a gas heater is properly 
vented to the outside of the 
house, any carbon monoxide 
gas which might be produced 
because of poor burning ad¬ 
justment is of course carried 
to the open air through the 
vent. 

If a heater does not have a 
vent, fresh air must be pro¬ 
vided through some other 
means, usually a window 
opened wide enough to provide 
good circulation. Even if an 
unvented heater is burning 
properly, a supply of fresh air 
should be available in order 
to supplant oxygen consumed 
in the burning process. When¬ 
ever the oxygen content of a 
closed room is lowered because 
of an open fire, there is always 
the possibility that carbon 
monoxide may be produced. An 
unvented heater should not be 
allowed to burn all night. 

Symptoms Listed 

The first symptoms of carbon 
monoxide poisoning are usual¬ 
ly headache, dizziness, and 
shortness of breath on exertion. 
When such symptoms are no¬ 
ticed in circumstances which 
point to the possibility of a 
carbon monoxide hazard, fresh 
air should be made available 
immediately. Unvented heat¬ 
ers should be checked periodi¬ 
cally by a competent heating 
service agency or by a local 
gas company. 

Unfortunately, the Coroner’s 
report reveals that no reduction 
can be claimed for the number 
of deaths resulting from fires 
caused by unvented heaters. 
Last year 31 people in this 
county were burned to death 
from fires caused by open flame 
heaters.

Bill of Rights Week 
Declared by Mayor 


By resolution of the City 
council Mayor Henry F. Kors- 
mcier has proclaimed the week 
of Dec. 9-15 as "Bill of Rights 
Week” in Sierra Madre com¬ 
memorating the 162nd anniver¬ 
sary of the document setting 
forth the first 10 amendments 
to the Constitution.

The resolution points out that 
the traditional rights and free¬ 
doms we enjoy as citizens of a 
great democracy are based on 
fundamental liberties and re¬ 
sponsibilities as set forth in 
the amendment and that our 
nation Is now engaged in a de¬ 
termined effort to maintain and 
safeguard the essential liber¬ 
ties of mankind throughout a 
world gravely threatened by 
tyranny and oppression. 

It therefore is urged by the 
mayor and the council that all 
citizens, regardless of race or 
creed, worker or employer, 
stand firmly on the baste 
tenets outlined in the Bill of 
Rights to “preserve always the 
valued privileges granted there¬ 
in.”
